Such words represent 
the overwhelming preponderance of opinion" in the Christian clergy whenever the na~ 
tion in which they live is engaged in war. This "being the case, ray disgust for 
Christianity stems not from the absurdity of. their doctrines so much -as from the per-' 
nicious social policies, beginning with war ami working downward, which they advocavo. 

This shame of Christianity is presented in two books; Preac hers Present Arias by 
Ray H. Abrams (1933) and The"' War Myth by Donald A, Wells (1967) . - /.'However,.. I doubt 
that the Christians themselves . would regard this as a "shame", Another' of the minis- 
ters quoted by Abramsi, Dean Shailer Matthews of the Baptist Divinity School of the 
'• University 1 of Chicago, put it this way: 

"For' an American to refuse to share in the present 'war, to oppose 
preparation for war, to induce men to avoid draft)" and to attack all 
forms of military preparation of national defense, is not Christian,"
